The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  be  offered  and  sold  subject  to  the  following  terms 
and  conditions:

2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly  the  prop' 
erty  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description,  genuineness,  authen- 
ticity or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  All  bids  are  to  be  per  lot  as  numbered  in  the  catalogue  unless  otherwise  announced  by 
the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any 
dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine  who  is  the  suc- 
cessful bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the 
article  in  dispute.

The  present  catalogue  presents  an  event  of  stellar  importance  in  the 
annals  of  art:  the  offering  of  a painting  by  Francisco  Goya  entitled  La 
Joven  [Number  45],  acquired  and  removed  from  the  palace  and  collection 
of  the  Duke  of  Valencia  at  Madrid  only  a very  few  months  before  the  out- 
break of  the  present  civil  warfare. 

The  art  of  Spain  is  also  represented  by  the  work  of  another  of  its 
luminaries,  a portrait  of  the  so-called  Juan  de  Avila  [Number  46]  by 
El  Greco,  from  the  Bayeu  collection,  Bilbao. 

The  major  part  of  the  paintings,  from  the  International  Galleries, 
Ltd.,  33  St.  James  Street,  London,  and  27  Rue  de  Choiseul,  Paris,  are 
said  to  have  been  acquired  from  outstanding  private  collections  in  Russia.
